PENSIONER TRIES CHEAP MONEY, 



Mr. Baker, American Minister to Central America, re- 
cently sent a communication to the State Department at Wash- 
ington, says The Philadelphia Times, that furnishes a very 
pointed object lesson for the nearly one million pensioners of 
the country as to the enormous loss they must suffer if the free 
silver cheap money candidates of the country shall be success- 
ful in November. The case presented by Mr. Baker would 
be the exact experience of every one of our nearly a million 
pensioners if the free silver standard were adopted in this 
country. 

Some five years ago an invalid soldier drew a back pen 
sion of $4,000 in United States gold or its equivalent, and 
went to one of the Central American states, hoping to recover 
his shattered health by the gentler climate of that region. 
Gold then commanded a premium in the country in which hi 
located, and soon after his arrival he deposited with a relia 
ble banking company $3,800 of his gold to give him a certificate 
of deposit of $4,000 on the silver basis of the country, to bear S 
per cent, interest. 

For four years he continued to draw his interest, notwith 
standing the continued rise in the premium of gold, but finally 
gold rose to the point of double that of silver, making his de- 
posit worth but a trifle more than half its lace value, when he 
received notice that the bank had ceased to pay interest to its 
depositors. 

The American pensioner then consulted Minister Baker 
as to what course he should pursue to enable him to live on 
his pension that had become reduced nearly one-half. For 
the purpose of safety he permitted it to remain another year 
on deposit, when he finally decided to draw his money out and 
to get it transferred into reliable money. His $4,000 of de- 
posits then enabled him to purchase $1,731 in gold. 

Thus the American invalid soldier who made the experi- 
ment of living in a cheap money country found the silver cur- 
rency ol the country so capricious that at the end of five years 
he could obtain only $1,731 in honest American money for his 
$4,000 of deposits, thereby suffering a loss of quite one-half of 
his entire pension money. 

This American invalid soldier pensioner has simply made 
the experiment in Central America that every one of our 
nearly a million pensioners in this country would be compelled 
to make if the cheap money theory shall prevail at the Novem- 
ber election. In short, the adoption of free silver in the 
United States would be simply the annual robbery of $70,000, 
000 from the pensioners of the country.

The State Auditor of Colorado 
threatens to refuse to grant a license 
for Colorado business to insnrance com- 
panies that send out circulars warning 
policy holders against the effects of free 
silver on -their policies. By all means 
let the Colorado A— (beg pardon. Au- 
ditor.) proceed with Ms threat. The 
country will soon learn the lull extent 
of the bulldozing methods of the insolent 
millionaires who own silver mines, and 
who are now trying to unload their 
product at nearly double its real Talue. 

It requires a good deal of repetition 
to satisfy the demands for information 
as to the meaning of the terms "16 to 1," 
but Tee Ledger ha* entered upon this 
"campaign of education" determined if 
possible to make matters so plain that 
"he who rana may read." 

Tnder the existing law the gold 
dollar is the "unit of value." but the 
silver dollar is equally a legal Under 
for all debts. The gold unit contains 
23.22 grains of pure gold, worth in the 
markets of the world lf«0 cents; \ctrth 
jutt the tame bejore made into cvin a$ 
afterward. Coinage adds nothing to its 
value and gold is not favored. The 
Secretary of the Treasury is required by 
existing law "to preserve the parity 
between the two metals." In conse- 
quence of this policy every dollar of 
currency in this country Is the equiva- 
lent of the gold dollar. 

The silver dollar contains 37 U grains 
of pure silver— sixteen times— exactly 
15.98— the amount of pure gold In a 
dollar. Hence by "16 to 1" is meant 
that sixteen ounces of silver made into 
onr legal tender coins shall be the law- 
ful equivalent of one ounce of gold. 
The market price of silver is 69 cents 
an ouuce-480 jrains-hence the actual 
value 0/ 311 1 4 graim oj lilver in our 
dollar ii 33 eenff. In other words, one 
ounce of gold will buy nearly 32 ouacea 
of silver. 

The demand of the Chicago platform 
may be defined as the right of anyone 
to deposit silver of any kind at a Mint 
of toe United States and have every 
37H grains of pure silver— now worth 
in Its uncoined state about 53 eents- 
mado, free of charge, Into a coin of the 
United States and stamped "one dollar,"

Three Italians Taken From Jail 
and Hanged. 



The Culprits Given Two Minutes In 
Which to Pray. 



Lynching Party Recognised. 

New Orleans. 1,b,, Aug-. 10.— Wed- 
nesday nig-ht last, tn SI Charles par- 
iah, Jules Oueymaud, a storekeeper, 
wm assassinated while standing- on hia 
front porch. A Sicilian, named Lo- 
renro Saladino, was known to have a 
grudge against Oueymaud, and he waa 
arrested. Circumstantial evidenoe 
caused hia arrest on Friday. The 
sheriff had great difficulty in 
preventing the people from lynching 
Saladina then and there and secretly 
conveyed the prisoner to Hahnvllle, 
the county scat, and placed him in jail. 
This structure is a new brick building 
and was guarded by a Negro night 
watchman, who has performed the 
duty several years. Two other Ital- 
ians named Decinaand Angelo Marinso 
were routined in the jail for the mur- 
der of an aged Spaniard on one of the 
plantations. 

About midnight Saturday night, a 
mob of about fifty persons, well armed, 
surprised the guard, battered down the 
doors of the Jail and took out the three 
Italians. The prisoners cried and beg- 
ged for mercy, but the crowd took 
them to a stable a short distance away, 
gave them two minutes in which to 
pray and then strung all three of them 
up by the necks to the rafters. 

The crowd stood around a few min- 
utes until the bodies ceased to strn 
and then opened fire from their 
Chester rifles on the dangling forms, 
literally riddling them with bullets. 
The lynchers then quickly d;spersed. 
It is said the lynching party came from

Trouble Del ween Whites and Hlaeks In 
Polk County, Ark. 

Tkxarkaka, Ark., Aug. 10,— The 
race war in Polk county has broken 
out in earnest, and as a result of the 
first battle three Negroes are dead, 
eight wounded and many have been 
run out of the county by the whites. 
Several Negroes hove passed through 
this place who were forced to leave the 
county, and thev bring news of a 
pretty bad condition of affairs. 

The trouble is between white and 
black laborers emploved on the grad- 
ing works of the Kn'naas City. Pitts- 
burgh & (iulf railway near Horatio. 
Ark. The white laborers are deter- 
mined that the Negroes shall not work 
on the road and are being backed up 
by citizens of the county, who have 
armed themselves for the purpose of 
inning the Negroes out. 

Thursday night a lot of whites, com- 
posed of Italian, Swede and Hungarian 
laborers, together with a number of 
natives, mode a raid on a camp occu- 
pied by Negro laborers and three of 
the latter were killed outright, several 

" srs wounded and a number fled in 
or. The names of the killed are 
known. Several of the leaders of 
the ruld have been arrested.
